It’s the Witch’s 
ho liday . 
It’s a rare p erso n who will ad­ 
mit to believ in g in witchcraft o r 
an y o f the o ther my sterio u s 
man ifestatio n s co n cern in g Hal­ 
lo ween . Ho wev er, it’s a rare 
p erso n who is en tirely disin ter­ 
ested when the su bject co mes 
u p . On e wo n ders why ? Well, 
mo st o f u s hav e had an ex p eri­ 
en ce, triflin g as it may hav e 
seemed, which can n o t be ra ­ 
tio n alized. An d becau se the art 
o f witchcraft is p reo ccu p ied 
with magical dev ices to u p set 
the n atu ral o rder o f thin gs, it o f­ 
ten gets the blame o r credit fo r 
these 
freak ish 
ev en ts. 
“ All Hallo ws Ev e” (Octo ­ 
ber 3 1 ) actually dates back to 
an ancient calendar o f the 
Celtics and Anglo -Sax o ns. 
Cro ps, flo cks and herds had to 
be pro tected fro m demo nic 
influences that were rife at 
this dark time o f y ear. It was 
also asso ciated with the dead, 
who se so uls were believ ed to 
rev isit their ho mes o n this 
day . 
Sin ce this au tu mn feast u sh­ 
ered in the dark est an d mo st 
barren half o f the y ear, it also 
to o k o n sin ister sign ifican ce 
amo n g witches. It became o n e 
o f their gran d feasts, a n ight fo r 
lightin g fires an d mak in g sacri­ 
fices. It was a time to p lacate 
the su p ern atu ral p o wers co n ­ 
tro llin g the p ro cesses o f n atu re. 
It was the o n ly day in which the 
help o f the dev il was in v o k ed fo r 
su ch p u rp o ses. It’s difficu lt to 
imagin e why p eo p le wo u ld fo r­ 
sak e 
sp iritu al 
an d 
p hy sical 
safety fo r the du bio u s p leasu res 
o f ro mp in g with the dev il. 
The wo rd “witch” is deriv ed 
fro m "w it.” The wo rd has been 
almo st ex clu siv ely ap p lied to 
wo rk ers o f magic, male an d fe­ 
male. Fo retellin g the fu tu re in 
the n ame o f a p agan go d is o n e 
o f the co mmo n est fo rms o f 
witchcraft. 
The traditio ns o f witchcraft 
hav e changed with the centu­ 
ries. It is no lo nger the wo r­ 
ship o f demo ns. It is actually 
a participato ry religio n. As its 
dev o tees tell it, it’s a return to 
nature and a wo rship o f its 
wo nders. 
Witches hav e chan ged to o ! 
They are n o lo n ger little o ld la­ 
dies cack lin g to themselv es in 
lo n ely co ttages, mak in g herbal 
mix tu res with a cat as their o n ly 
co mp an io n . To day ’s mo dern , 
“ho mesp u n ” witch may be a 
ho memak er, a scho o lteacher, a 
secretary o r an au tho r o f chil­ 
dren ’s bo o k s.

Mo st mo dern witches, in clu d­ 
in g tho se in n o rthern Illin o is, 
remain selectiv ely secret abo u t 
their beliefs. They are o rgan ­ 
ized an d ho ld bu sin ess meetin gs 
to discu ss what’s hap p en in g at 
the time. Their small lo cal 
meetin gs are called “co v en s.” 
They also gather fo r fo u r ho li­ 
day s o r gran d feasts thro u gho u t 
the y ear, u su ally at the chan ge 
o f 
seaso n s. 
To day , man y p eo p le believ e 
Hallo ween is an o ccasio n o b­ 
serv ed main ly by small chil­ 
dren who go fro m ho u se to 
ho u se deman din g a “ trick o r 
treat.” Ho wev er, Hallo ween 
hap p en s to be o n e o f the 
witch-cu lt’s gran d feasts. On 
this n ight members o f the cu lt 
gather fro m far an d wide in 
so me seclu ded lo catio n to p ay f 
ho mage to their go ds, ex ­ 
chan ge go ssip an d admit n ew 
members in to the so ciety . 
There is dan cin g, u su ally rin g 
dan cin g, which can in du ce a 
lightheaded ecstasy . The ev e­ 
n in g en ds with a hu ge feast. 
When n ecessary , withes cast 
sp ells an d o ffer chan ts. Bu t, 
co n trary to man y o ld beliefs, 
their ritu als are harmless. To ­ 
day ’s witches hav e ethics. They 
believ e, “ Harm n o n e, do what 
y e will.” 
Believ e in the m y steries o f 
Hallo ween o r n o t, it is a festiv al 
that has su rv iv ed man y y ears. 
This cen tu ry ’s witches mean n o 
harm to an y o n e. Bu t ju st in 
case, we o ffer this p ro tectiv e 
p rescrip tio n : 
“ Tak e 
three 
small-n eck ed sto n e jars; p lace 
in each the liv er o f a fro g stu ck 
fu ll o f n ew p in s an d the heart o f 
a to ad stu ck fu ll o f tho rn s fro m 
a tho rn bu sh. Co rk an d seal each 
jar. Bu ry the jars in three dif­ 
feren t chu rchy ard p aths sev en 
in ches fro m the su rface an d 
sev en in ches fro m the p o rch. 
While in the act o f bu ry in g each, 
rep eat y o u r n ame back wards. 
As the hearts an d liv ers decay , 
so will the witch’s p o wer v an ­ 
ish.”

o bv io u sly feels th at wh o ev er av o id s 
th is ch allen g e to co u rag e mu st be h eld 
resp o n sible fo r th e resu lts. 
Stev en so n h as o ffset assets. Fo r 
mo re th an 35 y ears an o th in g h as been 
p o ssible with in th e Demo cratic Party 
with o u t th e back in g o f o rg an ized labo r. 
Stev en so n h as it, alth o u g h th is h as 
cau sed h im so me u n easy mo men ts, as 
it d id Demo cratic can d id ate Jo h n J. 
Gillig an in Oh io in 1 968 . 
Th e AFL-CIO Co mmittee o n Po liti­ 
cal Ed u catio n (COPE) p o u red mo n ey 
an d man p o wer in to Gillig an ’s cam ­ 
p aig n to d efeat Oh io Sen .

Stev enso n’s seco nd o ffset a sset is 
the ethnic v o te. In this sta te the Demo ­ 
cra ts win by winning Chica go (Co o k 
Co unty ) by eno ugh to o v erco me the 
do wnsta te Republica n v o te. They ca p­ 
ture the sta te by the size o f the win in 
Co o k Co unty . During the pa st 10 y ea rs 
the na tio n’s 12 la rgest cities a lo ne 
ga ined two millio n Negro es while lo s­ 
ing two millio n whites to the suburbs. 
The number o f Negro es in a ll ma jo r 
cities increa sed 3M> millio n. In this pe­ 
rio d the Chica go Negro po pula tio n 
went fro m 14 per cent to 28 per cent o f 
the peo ple. One a rea o f this city co n­ 
ta ining 3 5 0,000 peo ple is 9 8 per cent Ne­ 
gro . 


Stev enso n is quo ting his illustrio us 
fa ther: “ Ra cism o f a ny kind, white o r 
bla ck, is a n a ffro nt to huma n dignity .” 
But Stev enso n ha s left no thing un­ 
do ne—a s with o rga nized la bo r— to riv ­ 
et do wn the Negro v o te here, a nd he 
ha s it.

A 
ma jo rity o f o nly o ne single sea t in the 
Sena te ca rries with it the right to ev ery 
cha irma nship. The President’s pa rty 
ho lds no ne a t present, a nd a ll cha ir­ 
ma nships a re a t sta ke in this y ea r’s 
GOP bid fo r co ntro l. 
Mo st no ta bly this wo uld mea n to ss­ 
ing Sen. J . Willia m Fulbright o ut o f the 
Fo reign Rela tio ns Co mmittee cha ir­ 
ma nship—but o ne o rga niza tio na l pro b­ 
lem is tha t Sen. Ha rry F. By rd J r. o f 
Virginia is running a s a n independent. 
Behind the scenes, a ll this is so clo se 
in GOP ca lcula tio ns tha t the lo ss to 
Stev enso n o f the sea t o f incumbent Re­ 
publica n Sena to r Smith here co uld 
lea v e the Sena te where it is—in Demo ­ 
cra tic co ntro l—a nd lea v e President 
Nix o n where he is—with bo th the Sen­ 
a te a nd Ho use still a ga inst him.

tha t 
go v ernm ent 
o fficia ls, 
ca ndida tes, etc., pla nt them­ 
selv es when they submit to 
questio ning by the press. Fo r 
my mo ney , it wo uld be interest­ 
ing to turn o n the tube a nd see 
TV co mmenta to rs a nd news­ 
ca sters ta king a little bit o f wha t 
they dish o ut ev ery ev ening. It 
wo uld a lso serv e a purpo se by 
letting the unsuspecting public 
get

a t 
the 
idea s, 
ideo lo gies, a nd prejudices o f 
men who a re so instrumenta l in 
sha ping o pinio n in this co untry . 
THE WASHINGTON Po st, in 
a lea d edito ria l, sees it dif­ 
ferently . Mr. Agnew’s pro po sa l, 
it sa y s, “ is either a little silly o r 
a little sinister.” To pro v e its 
po int, it implies tha t Mr. Agnew 
is a fter the entire press—when, 
in fa ct, he is discussing o nly the 
electro nic media . Ha v ing ma de 
this Grea t Lea p Fo rwa rd, the 
Po st a nd o ther critics o f wha t 
the v ice president ha d merely 
thro wn o ut in a ta lk sho w, a r­ 


riv e a t no nsensica l co nclusio ns. 
Fro m a n idea tha t the pro gra m 
wo uld be a giv e-a nd-ta ke be­ 
tween “ peo ple in go v ernment” 
a nd telev isio n newsmen, they 
co me up with the idea tha t “ he 
(Mr. Agnew) o r a ny bo dy else in 
go v ernment sho uld be intrusted 
with the ro le o f a rbiter o f Truth, 
tha t he ca n identify bia ses a nd 
prejudices a nd rub them o ut, 
a nd lea v e us with so me pure, 
unv a rnished v ersio n o f the 
News.” 
AN EVEN GREATER lea p 
ca n be seen in a seco nd rea ctio n 
to Mr. Agnew’s pro po sa l o f a 
pro gra m in which TV newmen 
a re inv ited to ex press their 
po ints o f v iew. 
“ Wha t is a little sinister a bo ut 
this, then,” sa y s the Po st, sum­ 
ming up the o utra ge o f o r­ 
ga nized libera lism, “ is no t the 
idea itself but the thinking be­ 
hind it, beca use the thinking 
lea ds in a ll lo gic to a fa r deeper 
interference by the go v ernment 
in the new business . . . This ha d 
the lo o k, in o ther wo rds, o f the 
thin edge o f a v qj;y da ngero us 
wedge.” 
NOW THIS SOUNDS v ery 
no ble indeed. It is the line tha t is 
being ta ken in this emba ttled 
city ev ery where y o u turn. But it 
is a funda menta lly disho nest 
o ne in two wa y s. To begin with 
TV is a lrea dy subject to co n­ 
sidera ble a nd necessa ry go v ­ 
ernment interference. TV cha n­ 
nels a re co nsidered to belo ng to 
the “ public” —a nd the sta tio ns 
a nd netwo rks a re regula ted by 
the Federa l Co mmunica tio ns 
Co mmissio n. The sa me peo ple 
who criticize Mr. Agnew a re 
v ery 
fo rgetful o f the First 
Amendment when they ca ll fo r 


grea ter FCC regula tio n to “ im­ 
pro v e” the co ntent o f telev isio n 
a nd to keep it fa ir. 
NO OUTCRY, but a ppla use, 
ha s met FCC a pplica tio n o f the 
“ fa irness do ctrine,” which is 
suppo sed to keep 
telev isio n 
fro m using its v a st po wers to 
sell a po int o f v iew. So fa r, the 
o nly a ctio n tha t I ca n reca ll by 
the FCC ha s been a ga inst sta ­ 
tio ns tha t lea n to the right. Left- 
lea ning sta tio ns, a nd there a re a 
number o f no to rio us o nes, lea d 
a cha rmed life. The FCC do es 
no t a sk tho se a ga inst who m it 
ha s mo v ed to fa ce a little 
questio ning o n a ta lk sho w—it 
suspends their licenses a nd 
turns o v er their cha nnels to 
so meo ne else. This is the 
to ughest kind o f censo rship, hut 
since it ha s y et to go re the 
libera l o x , it is sa luta ry a nd 
pro per to the libera l mind. 
THE VICE president’s ma jo r 
sin to tha t mind is his a ssertio n 
tha t “ I’d like to see mo re 
a na ly sis, no t less. I’d like to see 
mo re co nserv a tiv e co mmenta ­ 
to rs o r peo ple who reflect a n o p­ 
po site po int o f v iew.” This is 
where the TV netwo rks a re 
tremendo usly 
v ulnera ble—a s 
a ny surv ey o f the pro gra mming 
o f ta lk sho ws clea rly indica tes. 
And this is wha t ha s them wo r­ 
ried. The v ice president ha s 
po inted tha t o ut, a nd the net­ 
wo rks wo uld be ha rd put to find 
a single ma jo r newsca ster who 
do es no t sha re, in genera l, the 
o pinio ns o f the Wa shingto n 
Po st, the New Yo rk Times, a nd- 
o r the Libera l Esta blishment. I 
find tha t pretty sinister.

FOR THE rea so ns o utlined 
a bo v e this repo rter is co nv inced 
tha t the Russia n po sitio n in the 
Middle Ea st is ba sica lly so pre­ 
ca rio us tha t Mo sco w isn’t likely 
to ta ke a da ngero usly stro ng 
sta nd in tha t a rea .

Polly's 
Pointers 


DEAR POLLY— Ann asked 
for information concerning the 
mailing of cakes and cookies to 
her brother-in-law in Vietnam. I 
work for the Red Cross Serv ice 
for Military Families and hope 
some of the sug g estions that we 
g iv e out in answer to inquiries 
will help Ann and others who 
are sending food packag es to 
Vietnam. 
“ Nothing is more important 
than a packag e from home. 
Along with the time spent pre­ 
paring the contents and the lov e 
that is packed with it, it is im­ 
portant that such packag es ar­ 
riv e in g ood shape and that food 
items are still fresh and tasty . 
The following should be helpful 
for packing food that is not v ac­ 
uum packed or in sealed con­ 
tainers : 
“ Plastic wraps are indispen- 
sible for wrapping a few cookies 
tog ether or sev eral pieces of 
candy in a neat little packet. 
This cuts down on crumbling 
and keeps the items fresher 
long er. This makes it easy for 
the serv iceman to slip a treat 
from home into his pocket and 
carry it along to his work area. 
Cupcakes pack well and, when 
frosted clear to the edg es of the 
cupcake papers, the sug ar 
frosting makes a g ood seal to 
help keep the cake part fresh. 
These little packets can be put 
in a container, such as a coffee 
can with a lid, a box or a plastic 
container. A g ood sturdy box is 
the 
nex t 
important 
item. 
Crushed newspapers make g ood 
padding and masking tape is a 
g ood sealing material. The 
filled box must be firm. Wrap it 
in strong wrapping paper, seal 
with the tape and string will not 
be necessary . Be sure to write 
the serv iceman’s FULL AD­ 
DRESS, including zip code, on a 
mailing label. Put transparent, 
plastic, g ummed tape ov er this 
label and let it ex tend bey ond 
the label on to the wrapping pa­ 
per. This keeps it on, as well as 
waterproofing the address. 
“ I am sure most of y ou realize 
that chocolate and other items 
that melt in hot weather are not 
desirable for mailing during the 
warmer months. Liquids and 
g lass should not be sent. 
“ Send food items airmail, 
ev en thoug h it costs a bit more. 
This ex tra cost is well worth it— 
Food arriv es more quickly and 
in g ood shape. Packag es weig h­ 
ing fiv e pounds or more can g o 
PAL mail, where y ou pay reg u­ 
lar postag e to the APO or FPO 
address and then for a bit more, 
the packag e g oes the entire way 
airmail. Check y our post office 
for more specific informa­ 
tion.” —DONNA.

Victor Mollo, one of our fav or­ 
ite Eng lishmen, has just pro­ 
duced a new book entitled, 
"How Good Is Your Bridg e?” 
It is dpne in the form of 150 
questions on situations in play . 
We will g et around to a lot of 
hands from this book in Nov em­ 
ber. In the meanwhile, here is 
one of his v ery simple problems 
that does cov er two points in 
play . 
Declarer 
draws 
trumps. 
Which trump should he play 
from his hand? 
The answer is the ace. If 
trumps break 2-1, declarer can’t 
lose a trump trick. If East has 
three trumps, declarer can’t do 
any thing about it. If West holds 
all three, the ace play will g iv e 
South a prov en finesse ag ainst 
the queen. 
Victor’s nex t question 
is: 
“ Citn South make his contract 
ag ainst any combination of 
cards, assuming he doesn’t 
hav e to lose a trump?” 
The answer to this question is, 
of course, “ Yes.” 
The hand is a classic ex ample 
of a simple elimination play . 
Once declarer draws trumps, he 
runs off the last two hearts and 
throws the defense in with a dia­ 
mond. East and West can take 
two diamond tricks but after 
that it wpn’t matter who wins 
the second diamond or who 
holds the queen of spades. 
If a heart or diamond is led, 
South will ruff in one hand and 
discard a spade from the other 
one. If a spade is led, South is 
g iv en a free finesse ag ainst the 
spade queen and will make 
three spade tricks automatical^ 
iy - 
Victor did not bother with the 
bidding to reach fiv e clubs. We 
hav e, put in our own and want 
to add the comment that any 
pair that g ets to ex actly fiv e 
clubs with these North-South 
cards are mig hty fine bidders.

The enemy within 
Social revolution 
in South Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) — The South 
Vietnam that American troops 
are phasing out of is not the 
same country they entered in 
force five years ago. 
A sudden, subtle and totally 
unexpected social revolution has 
changed the face of the country­ 
side. The water buffalo is on the 
way out. Urbanization is the 
way in. Already 60 per cent of 
South Vietnam’s 18 million peo­ 
ple live in cities, compared with 
less than 40 per cent when the 
big troop buildup began. 
The sound and stench of the 
motorbike, for better or for 
worse, are everywhere in the 
land, even in remote highland 
provinces where the roads six 
months ago were impassable to 
an armored battalion. 
Spreading pacification 
and 
soaring inflation have combined 
to bring prosperity of a sort to a 
people who can hardly remem­ 
ber what it’s like not to live un­ 
der a wartime economy. 
The tiniest Delta village glit­ 
ters with rooftops of U.S. tin 
and is thickly forested w ith tele­ 
vision antennas. Two million 
dollars worth of tractors, mostly 
from Japan, are sold every 
month in Vietnam. A new mid­ 
dle class of more than 250,000 
skilled and semiskilled workers, 
trained mostly by the American 
contractor firms that gave Viet­ 
nam the finest deepwater ports 
and jet air fields in Asia, appre­ 
hensively eyes the future when 
all the war contracts will be 
done. 
A new Mandarin class of civil 
servants, pushed into democra­ 
cy Western style, is moving out 
into the villages and hamlets 
under the even more apprehen­ 
sive eye of the suddenly well-off 
farmer. 
Can the new Vietnam, the one 
that the Americans are leaving 
militarily, make it on its own 
economically? Or will it fall 
back, as fast as the troops pull 
back, into its ancient Asian 
ways of collusion, corruption 
and Graft? 
Inflation is the key to every­ 
thing: the main reasons for the 
peasant’s unexpected prosperi­ 
ty, the main incentive to bribery 
among public servants whose 
salaries seldom keep pace with 
the skyrocketing piaster, the 
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main reason why America pays 
more than three times over le­ 
gal rate: 118 piasters to the dol­ 
lar, black market rate, around 
400—for every yard of dirt it 
puts in a construction project, 
for every import, salary, box of 
ammunition it underwrites. 
Economics 
Minister 
Pham 
Kim Ngoc speaks openly of 
what almost everyone at the 
U.S. Embassy concedes private­ 
ly—that the American dollar 
will be needed for a long, long 
time to shore up the Vietnamese 
economy. 
Minister Ngoc points out that 
the national budget for 1971, the 
first year of Vietnamization, 
will be 300 billion piasters, more 
than double last year’s budget. 
Of this, he said, 180 billion 
will have to come from taxes 
“ and the rest from the printing 
press,” meaning deficit spend­ 
ing underwritten by Uncle Sam. 
But this plainly is an optimis­ 
tic view of how much of the tab 
the Vietnamese will be able to 
pick up. Last year the govern­ 
ment collected only 37 billion 
piasters in taxes, which was 
three times better than the pre­ 
vious year. 
“ The amount of uncollected 
taxes in this country is stagger­ 
ing,” says a member of the 
American Chamber of Com­ 
merce whose firm has tried to 
do business in Vietnam for the 
past eight years. “ The Viet­ 
namese will pay off anyone 
rather than pay legal taxes, and 
in 
Cholon 
(Saigon’s 
huge 
Chinese quarter) no taxes are 
collected, 
all 
because 
the 
Chinese don’t keep books. There 
are bars on Tu Do Street 
jammed to the doors every day 
that report gross receipts of 
10.000 piasters (about $25 at the 
black market rate) a year.” 
A senior American official, 
just below ambassadorial level, 
admits that the Vietnamese gov­ 
ernment collects virtually no 
taxes in the lush Mekong Delta, 
where the Viet Cong tax collec­ 
tor had his greatest success. 
The same official says corrup­ 
tion in the past year has become 
so “ widespread and disorgan­ 
ized” that outside investors, 
especially American firms, pre­ 
fer to locate in Bangkok. 
“ Thailand may be just as cor­ 
rupt, but there it’s organized. 
Here everyone wants a piece of 
the action, and an investor 
winds up paying several times 
over for the same official serv­ 
ice.” 
Minister Ngoc concedes that 
most of these ills exist and in­ 
deed are prevalent at a time 
when Vietnam needs outside in­ 
vestors to help shoulder the bur­ 
den of what already is the 
fourth largest army in 
the 
world. 
But he blames the Americans 
for trying to push democratiza­ 
tion and Vietnamization at the 
same time. 
“ The ideas are mutually anta­ 
gonistic. No senator is going to 
get up and ask for more taxes. 
We tried to tax doctors, and the 
medical association, our equiva­ 
lent of the AMA, resigned in 
toto. The Vietnamese Chamber 
of Commerce has filed endless 
protests against current and 
proposed taxes. If we were less 
democratic, untroubled by such 
voices, we could be more effi­ 
cient.” 
The rush to convert the shaky 
piaster into hard goods has 
lined the sidewalks of Saigon 
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three deep with parked motor­ 
bikes, littered the streets with 
thousands of stalls selling smug­ 
gled and black market luxury 
goods ranging from TV sets and 
toasters to ice buckets and toy 
telephones. With peasants and 
refugees flocking in from the 
countryside, the once-graceful 
French colonial capital is a 
nightmare of congestion, smog 
and dangerous noise levels. 


Other cities—Can Tho, Da 
Nang, Long Xuyen, Qui Nhon— 
have had similar but less dra­ 
matic population explosions. Al­ 
most unnoticed, the urbaniza­ 
tion of Vietnam followed the 
pattern of the war and eventual­ 
ly the slow progress of pacifica­ 
tion. Dependents followed their 
ARVN soldiers to new outposts, 
whole hamlets 
and 
villages 
moved on to secure areas to es­ 
cape the fighting areas, others 
were moved by the government 
away from free fire zones, 
whole families moved from the 
paddies and the highlands to the 
cities in search of money, jobs, 
security. 
In 
1965, 
when 
Vietnam 
seemed in danger of collapsing 
as province towns in the high­ 
lands fell one after another, 
winning the loyalty of the peas­ 
antry was deemed essential to 
the survival of the country. 


But after the Tet fighting in 
1968, when the peasant failed to 
heed the Viet Cong’s call for a 
general uprising even if he still 
remained aloof toward the Sai­ 
gon government, pacification 
planners breathed easier about 
attitudes in the countryside. 


Now the power base has 
switched to the cities where 
strong labor unions, particularly 
among transport workers and 
port 
stevedores, 
veterans 
groups, refugee enclaves and 
various militant Buddhist fac­ 
tions constitute pockets of influ­ 
ence in the population that, in 
times of discontent, could pro­ 
vide the Communists with new 
ground for exploitation. 


Strangely, the costly and oft- 
overhauled 
pacification 
pro­ 
gram, now computerized down 
to the most remote hamlet and 
village, ignores almost altogeth­ 
er the sudden shift in the popu­ 
lation basis from the country to 
the city. 
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Social Security warning 
How to avoid follow ups 


Employers who take certain 
precautions to properly report 
Social Security wages avoid 
time consuming and often cost­ 
ly efforts in follow-ups with the 
employe. Internal Revenue, and 
the Social Security Office. In­ 
formation recently released by 
William K. Durham, district 
manager of the Sterling Social 
Security Office, indicates that a 
large amount of the work in his 
office is with employers who 
have failed to properly list ei­ 
ther the employe’s name or his 
Social Security number. In 
some cases the problem con­ 
cerns the non-reporting of an 
employe because of a lack of 
knowledge of the law.

The name should 
agree with the name the em­ 
ploye is now using. Many of the 
problems in correct reporting of 
wages are caused by working 
women 
who marry, 
change 
their names on the company 
records but fail to notify the So­ 
cial Security Administration of 
the name change. This type of 


error can be corrected by hav­ 
ing the employe complete a 
change of name form with the 
Social Security Office. 
The Social Security Adminis­ 
tration can credit wages to an 
individual’s account only if both 
the name and the Social Secur­ 
ity number shown on the Social 
Security master record main­ 
tained in Baltimore, Md., agree 
with the name and number be­ 
ing reported. If an employer 
does not list the name or num­ 
ber correctly on his quarterly 
tax return, he will received a 
notice to contact the employe to 


obtain the number. 
In cases involving non-report­ 
ing of wages the problem is 
usually caused by the employer 
not knowing the wages were 
covered. This is especially true 
in case of domestic employ­ 
ment. If a person working in 
your home is paid $50 or more in 
a calendar quarter, his wages 
must be reported. This would 
include 
maids, 
gardeners, 
yardmen, handymen, cooks and 
most often baby-sitters. The age 
of the worker does not make any 
difference nor does the fact that 
the worker is over 65 and al- 


ready drawing benefits. The 
wages still must be reported 
and the tax paid. Often an em­ 
ployer trying to be helpfull will 
not report wages of older people 
because the employe asks that 
they not be reported. Later the 
employe discovers the fact that 
the wages can increase his 
monthly benefit so he files a 
claim with the Social Security 
Administration. If the worker is 
longer employed, the 
no 
em- 


ployer then is faced with paying 
for the the employe and the em­ 
ployer. 


Employers hiring part-time 
or student workers have most 
trouble because the employe 
does not work very long and of­ 
ten quits before bringing in his 
Social Security number. Many 
employers also are not report­ 
ing the tips the worker earns. 
The employe must be told to re­ 
port the tips he earns if the tips 
total $20 or more each week. 
The employer does not have to 
pay the tax on their tips but he 
must see that he collects the tax 
from the employe, and sends it 
in with the regular taxes he has 
collected.

UNILATERAL DISARMAMENT. . . began soon after the first Cuban missile crisis 
in 19 62, when the U.S. remov ed its intermediate range missiles from England, Italy and 
Turkey . Since then the U.S. has been unilaterally disarming by cutting back on num­ 


bers and megatonnage of strategic weapons. As soon as the U.S. started cutting back, 
the U.S.S.R. started all-out to achiev e strategic military superiority . 


As the American Security Council’s National Strategy Committee pointed out In 
its J une, 19 67 strategic balance report, prepared at the request of the U.S. House 
Armed Serv ices Committee: 


“The preponderance of ev idence points to the conclusion that the Sov iet Union is succeed­ 
ing in its massiv e driv e toward strategic military superiority and that the United States is 
cooperating in this effort by slowing down its side of the arms race.”

. . . In that same period the United States . . . reduced its megatonnage by more than 
40% .’’
